CATHOLICS AND TEMPERANCE. 


The Decrees of the Late Plenary Council on 
; the Qaestion, 


New Yorx, November 6.—The archbishops 
end bishops of the Catholle churches of the 
United States, at the close of the third plenary 
council, held at Baltimore in December, 1884, 
issued @ pastoral letter to the clergy and lait 
of their charges. The pastoral letter, as anoal 
contained a summary of the decrees on rules 
paseed by the council, and when published 
one paragraph attracted considerable atten- 
tion. It read as follows: 

‘There is one way of profaning the Lord's day 
which is so prolific of evil results that we consider 
it our duty to utter againstit a special comdem. 
ration. Lhisis the practice of selling beer or 
other liquors on Sunuay, orof frequenting places 
where they are sold. This practice tends more 
than any other to turn the day of the Lord intoa 
day oi dissipation, to use it as an occasion for 
breeding intemperance. While we hope 
that Suncay laws on this point 
will not be relexedjbut evenjmore rigidly enforcad 
we implore al) Catholics for the love of God and 
country, Lever to take part in such a traffic, nor to 
countenance or patronize it. And we not only 
direct the attention of all pastors to the repres- 
Fi0n Of this abuse, but we also call upon them to 
induce aliof their flocks that may be engaged in 
the sale of liquors to abandon, as soon as they can, 
the dangerous traflic, and to embracea more be- 
coming way of making ajliving. 

This straightforward admonition from bish- 
ops placed the liquor traffic in a new light in 
its relations to the Cetholicchurch. Up to 
this time it bad been the general impression 
among those who were not members of the 
church, that while she did not in any way 
encourege the liquor trafiic, she was not di- 
rectly opposed to it. When the pastocal 
letter appeered, however, it became evident 
that the Catholic church in America 
hed = resclved_ to declare itself op- 
posed to intemperance and the grog 
theps. There were some who shrugged their 
fhoulders when they read the above para- 
graph, and declared that they did not believe 
it would have any porceptible effect upon the 
liquor-selling members of the church. The 
matter has not been so thoroughly brought out 
before the several congregations by the priests 
as it will be, should the decrees which were 
forwarded to Rome be returned with the in- 
dorsement of the pope. 

As is alweys customary, the decrees adopted 
by the last plenary council were forwarded 
to Reme;the Rev. Dr. O’Connell, rector ol 
the American college and procurator for the 

erchbishop of Baltimore, acting as messenger 
and ambessador. On his arrival at the eter- 
nal city, the decrees were delivered into the 
hands of Cardinal Simeon, prefect of the prop- 
aganda, by whom the decrees were handed 
over to the congregation of the propaganda, a 
bcdy ofcardinals and theologians, who exam- 
ined them carefully. The congregation of the 
propaganda submitted a report upon tho de- 
crees of the holy see. 

The Rey. Dr. O’Connell, who has been ab- 
sent nearly a year, is now on his way back to 
the United States with these decrees, which 
have been duly examined end passed upon by 
the holy see. There is now much speculation 
in ecclesiastical circles as to the manner in 
which the decree relating to the liquor traffic 
was received by the pope. ifthe pope has 
given his approval and inodorsement, it 
is expected there will soon be inaugu- 
rated in this country a crusade against 
ihe liquor business of an exceedingly effective 
character. The organization of the Catholic 
church 18 such,a distinguished clergyman said 
tonight, thatit can, with the assistance of the 
pope, do more to cripple the business of: the 
grog shops than any other religious body. Dr. 
O’Ccnne!l isexpected to arrive at Baitimore 
within a few days. The decrees willthen ba 
published and the priests and bishops and 


laymen will then be able to know the attitude | 


of the church to the liquor traffic. 

Archbishop Corrigan last evening said that 
it wou!d not be politic for him to say anything 
whatever concerning the decrees. He did not 
know what action had been taken by the 
holy. see in regard te the specia! decree 
ageinst the liquor trafic, and wou!d not know 
until after the arrival of Rev. Dr. O’Connell. 


"ALWAYS INSOLVENT. 


Looking Iuto the Business Affairs of Ferdl- 
nand Ward. 

New York, November 6 —At the hearing 
referee Cole today, in the case of George C. 
Holt, es atsignee of Ferdinand Ward, to have 
eet eside the transfers of property made by 
Ward to Warner, the check book of Ward and 
the firm were produced. On the check stubs 
dated Janusry 21st, 1883, were the words 
“Don’t give,” in Ward’s writing. There were 
etubs bearing the names of Mr. and Mrs. 
Green. They were Ward’s father 
and mother in-law, and in some 
care checks were for the «livision of dividends, 
and $3,600 and $2,000 were for payment in full 
of a mortgage on property at No. 37 Monroe 
place, Brooklyn. General Hubbard, counsel 
for Holt, said Ward never had any money of 
his own, and that he was at times insolvent, 
and that the firm of Grant & Ward was in the 
same condition. 
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SHARON MAKSS HIS WILL, 


And Divides His Property Into Three Equal 
Parts 


San Francisco, November 6 —Ex Senator 
Sharon was reported to be slightly better last 
evening. He issufflering from neuralgia of 
the heart. Inanticipation of epproaching 
death, he yesterday deeded all his property to 
hisson, Fred Sburon, and his son-in-law, 
Frank G. Newland, in trust for his heirs. His 
estate is valued at $6,000,000, and embraces 
property in Nevada, California, Mis3ouri and 
the District of Columbia. It is to be divided 
into three equal portions among the children, 
Clara, Fred, and Flora, (Lady Hesketh), or 
their beirs. The three children of Clara, who 
is deceased, will each receive one third of her 
share. The deed ignores all other relatives of 
ex-Serator Sharon. 


Biepry WY. Shaw’s Will, 

New York, November 6.—The will of the 
late Henry W. Shaw, “‘Jcsh Billings,’’ was 
filed in the surrogate’s office today. He be- 
queaths $1,¢00 each to his two daughters and 
bis sons-in-law, and divides his books, lec- 
tures, etc., between his wife and two daugh- 
ters. Then he leaves his wife, as long as 
she remains his widow, all the interest aris- 
ing out of his investments, and at her death 
it is to be divided betweed his two daughters, 
The market velue of the estate is $93,000.

A HYPOCRITB FACBDIN THE PUL« 
PIT. 
AL A RE a ON 
Rev, Stewart Ross Interrupted in His Address to a 
Young Men’s Christian Society by a Man 
Whose Wifehe Had Ruined—Tfhe Chase 
for Life-Other Criminal News. 


Piymoutz, England, November 6.—Rev. 
Stewart Ross, formerly rector of Christ church 
at Belfast, Ireland, was addressing the Ply- 
mouth Young Men’s Christian society, last 
evening, when Charles Joy, a Canadian emi- 
gration commissioner, burst into the room and 
shouted: 

“You bypocrite, you eloped with my wife!” 

Ross turned pale and fled from the room, 


His audience were surprieed and greatly elec- 


trified. The moment many of them realized 
what was the matter, they became a howling 
mob, and pursued their lecturer for a mile, 
yelling allthetime. At this point, Ross, who 
was breathless and driven to bay 
turned suddenly and stabbed twoof his most 
active pursuers. The others coming up at the 
moment seized and disarmed the murderous 
rector. The police then put in an appear- 
ance and arrested Ross. He was taken before 
a magistrate teday, when charges were lodged 


against him, and he was remanded for a week 
without bail. Ittranspiresthat Ross disep- 
peared from Belfast two years ago, leaving his 
wife and three children. Mrs. Joy, 
who was & teacher in his Sunday 
school, also disappeared at the same time 
which led to the report that the couple had 
eloped. Mrs. Joy was in the prisoner’s lodging, 
apd when informed of her paramour’s arrest, 
gioried in connection with the “‘ Lord’s annoint~ 
ed”’ as she called her illicit lover. She attended 
court today, and sat in brazen manner 
throughout the proceedings.

Tacoma, Washington Territory, November 
6 —The loss caused by the destruction of Chi- 
natown amounts to about $25,000. The burn- 
ed buildings were mere shanties, but a large 
quantity of merchandise was consimed. The 
buildings were fired by the anti-Coolie agita- 
tors, who expelied the Chinese, so that in case 
they should ever return, they would have no 
babitations. There were only two Chinamen 
in the city at the time of the fire, the others 
having been driven out. :

COLLISION ON THE RIVER. 


John Kebinson’s Circus in a Dangerous 
Place. 

Crxommmatt, November 6.—A special from 
Lawrenceburg to the Daily News. states that 
between twoand three o’clock this mornin 
the steamers J. W. Gaff and Mountain Gir 
collided at Split Rock, two miles from Aurora, 
and that the latter vessel sunk, carrying down 
with her seven men and between thirty and 
forty horses. The Mountain Girl was 
Jeased by a portion of the John Robinson 
show, Which was travelling as a cheap circus 
and variety concern. A performance was 
given @& Lawrenceburg last night, and the 
com pany was on i!s wey to Rising Sun at the 
time the disaster took place. With the excep- 
tion of -@ young man named Harrel, of Law- 
renceburg, who was connected with the show, 
ihe drowned men were all deck hands. 

Thé edllision between the steamer J. W. Gaff, 
en route from Memphis to Cincinnati, and the 
steamér Mountain Girl, going down the river 
to Vevey, Ind., happened at 1 o’clock this 
morning, about a mile below Langhery island, 
fome ‘ten or fifteen miles below 
Lawrenesburg, Ind. The Mountain 
Girl “wes chartered to convey 
the cireus exhibition along the river, and had 
left Lawrenceburg with its people, horses and 
circus property after 11 o’clock last night. 
It’s nexs appointment was at Vevay or Rising 
Sun. @show was inthe name of Holland 
& Mengfian. Captain D. L. Thompson, who 
was 1n Command of the Mountain Girl, was at 
the wheel whenthe boat started down tne 
river, but his mate had the whee! at the 
time ~ of the accident, although 
Captain Thompson was in the 
pilot house. The Mountain Girl wasa 
emall,up the river steamer, built for the Big 
Sandy trade, and owned by the Big Sandy 
packet G6mpany., Shewas valued at from 
35,000 forgS,000.

MILAN IN DANGER. 


A PLOT AGAINST THB KING DIS- 
' COVERED. 


Queen Natalie Flics to the side of Her Husband— 
The Purpose of the Plot Explained-HRusaia 
as au Insriquante—The Movements of 
the Servian Treops—-Btc., Bro, 


Lonpon, November 6.—The conspiracy 
among the followers of Prince Karageorivic 
discovered yesterday had more supportors 
than was first believed, and had many influ- 
ential men in its fold. It is learned today 
that it was the intention of the conspirators to 
take King Milan’s life. Tho ring leador of 
the plot was M. Vilajevie. A number of per- 
sons connected with the conspiracy have bsen 
arrested, The excitement throughout Sarvia 
is intense. 

Queen Natalie, of Servia, on hearing of the 
arrest of six conspirators yesterday, immedi- 
ately went to Niassa, 80 as to be with her huss 
band, King Milan, in the event of serious in- 
terne] troubles arising through the machina- 
tions of intriguers, There is reason to believe 
that the conspiracy is the out come of a revo- 
Jutionary progremme recently plannep by the 
Pan Slavonic committee in Roumelia. Ac- 
cording to this a revolution was to have taken 
place in Roumelia last year. It 
wastohave been preceeded by a street or 
palsce revolution in Sofia, which would have 
overthrown Prince Alexander in fayor of 
Prince Nicholas, of Montenegro, or of the 
latter’s son-in-law, Peter Karageorgivic. The 
outbreak at Sofia would have been the signal 
for epother in Servia, and King Milan,having 
been swept from the throne, a Pan-Slavist 
ery weuld have been raised for the 
union of Bulgaria, eastern Roumelia, old Ser- 
via and Macedonia, under one scptre, that of 
Peter Karageorgivic. *The Pan Slavist in- 
triguers, however, made a mistake, and took 
M. Karavelofl, Bulgarian prime minister into 
their confidence, relying upon the old senti- 
ment of animosity which he used to cherish 
towards Prince Alexander while he was liv- 
ing inexile. But Karaveloff, since he has 
been in ofiice, has become very friendly 
with the prince, and whether out of sincere 
devotion towards the latter, or because he saw 
the wey to make a great career for himself, he 
not only revealed the conspiracy to the 
prince, but persuaded the leading conspirator 
lo precipitate the movement, end execute in 
favor ot Prince Alexander. It is said thatthe 
Pan Slavist committee had tho backing of 
Ruseia in their original scheme. 

Prince Alexander is concentrating a fiset of 
the vesse's, and a large number of troops,near 
Widden, with a view of attacking Belgrade, 
capital of Servia, by way of Danube river. 

King Milan todey, conversing with the 
French minister, said: “‘Servia would nof as- 
sent to the restoration of the status quo ante, 
unless gusranteed against a recurrence of the 
present difficulty.” 

The Jourral Des Debates says that the triple 
elliance has been ruptured, and that Austria 
and Germany have joined England for Frauce 
and Italy against Kussia for the purpose of 
forcing Russia to accept the differences of the 
Balkan conference. 


The Pepe a Kepubtican, 

Rour, November 6,—The Moneteur de Rome 
foday publishes an article, inspired by the 
vitican, attacking the conduct of the Catholic 
leaders in the recent Freach elections. It 
says: “ Before the elections the pops, recaiving 
a delegate fromthe French Catholic party, 
indicated a desire not to confound the royalist 
with the Catholic party. The pope is leaning 
toward Catholic republicanism or the consti- 
tutiona! party, and has instructed the nuncio 
at Paris to advise French Catholic journals to 
eubordinate politics to maintaining relations 
between the state and church through the con- 
cordat.”’ 

Paris, November 6.—The Monde has a dis- 
patch from Rome stating that the pope will 
shortly issue another encyclical letter on the 
eubject of ‘‘Liberalism.” 


The Lord Lieutenant Befases to Ioterfere. 

Dustin, November 6—The earl of Carni- 
ven, lord lieutenant of Ireland, announces 
today that aiter the fullest inquiry into the 
details and circumstances respecting the trial 
and conviction of the eleven men charged 
with conspiracy to murder William E, 
Smythe, an obnoxious landlord of Barbarvilla, 
he is unable to interfere with the sentences of 
the prisoners. They were convicted after 
three trialaJune llth, 1884. Five were sen- 
tenced to seven years and the remainder to 
six and twelve month’s imprisonment. While 
Smythe was returning from church the party 
fired from behind a hedge. They missed him 
but kiJed the sister of his wife, who set beside 
him. Harrington had secured affidavits de- 
claring the prisoners innocent ofthe crime, 
hence the inquiry.

Montreat, November 6—A woman named 
Fortin threw her ten year old boy off the 
morning train near Bonaventure, today, be- 
cause he had smallpox. Before the attention 
of the physician in charge at the depot where 
the woman boarded the train could be drawn 
to the fact that the boy was suffering trom tae 
disease, the train was off. The loud murmur- 
ing of the passengers evidently frightened the 
mcther, for just after leaving the yard, and 
while the train was running at the rate of six 
miles an hour, she took her boy to the plat- 
form of the car and threw him /rom the train. 
She hag been arrested. : 

Le Monde publishes an exceedingly viofant 
atticle sgainst Mayor Beaugrand for having 
removed Gagnon’s children to the hoepital.

Excitement Over Atlanta's Prohibition Contest -

Macon, November 7—12:80 a. m.-[{Special.|—At 
10.20 o'clock last night the five story brick build- 
ing of 8, T. Coleman & Co., wholesalers of dry 
goods, was discovered to be on fire, which, after 
having damaged the stock to the amount of 
twenty thousand dollars, was extinguished. Mr, 
Nathan Solomon, one of the members of the firm, 
was en route to the depot to meet a friend 
on the down train from Atlanta. As he passed 
the store he noticed thatthe gas, which always 
burps at night, wasextinguished. Hishand came 
in contact with the glass door, and the glacs was 
foundto behot, andhe knew atonce that the 
building was on fire. He glanced upward and saw 
smoke issuing from the windows, Just at that 
time tbe watchman employed by several firms in 
that yicinity appeared. and seeing Mr. Solomon, 
seid there was something wrong on the inside. 

‘*‘] see there is,’’ said Mr. Solomon, who imme- 
diately called the police, gave thealarm and then 
sentranrerstoinform his partners, Messrs. 8, T. 
Coleman and W. H. Bearden. 

The department made a quick response tothe 
glarm, and the fire was found to be located In the 
basement among alot of fall ggods, near the ele- 
vyatorsbalt. It difficult to extinguish, and 
for balf an hourvyolumes of smoke gushed from 
every window in the building, snd owing to the 
density of the smoke it wasa long while before 
the fire was iocated. It burmed rapidiy, hewever, 
snd by way of a staif case soon reached 
the ground floor, where several 
hundred picces of goods were buraed before it 
wae extineuished, The building, which is oneo! 
the’ handsromest structures in Macon, was not 
much injured, buttheentire stock was damaged 
by smoke and water. There was insurance on the 
stock and building to the amount of one hundred 
and fifty thousand doliars. The origin of the fire 
is unknown.

JELOCIPEDE TRADE FIRST STRUCK MACON 

—A NEW SKAT RINK, 

Macon, November 6.—/{Special.J—At the corner 
of First and Poplar streets a peculiarly shaped, 
oval-roofed building of large dimensions is being 
erected, When completed it is to be used as a 
skating rink. Theersction of this building calls 
to mind the fact that one of Macon’s chief places 
of amusement was once located on the spot men- 
tioned and it is again to be the scene of recreation 
and enjoyment among the young people, 

Very early in the spring of 1£69 the Hanlon 
Brothers, a family of jugglers, necromancers aud 
acrobate, came to Macon to give a performance iu 
Ralston’s hall. By way of advertising the 
entertainment, several of the mem - 
bers ol the company, mounted on 
vyelocipedes rode through the streets of the clty. 
As there were the first velocipedes ever seen in 
Macon, they attracted a considerable amount of 
attention and deiighbted all the mali boys in tie 
city. The velocipedes formed an iateresiiog 
feature in the Hanola show. They were fot oaly 
odd, but very much out of the usual order of 
things at that period, and hence proved a most 
charmiug novelty. l 


HOW THE 


When the Hanilons left the 
‘city Macon wes wild on the subjcctof ve ocipedes. 
Every bocy wanted one, but they were selitng for 
$75 ard #100 each. and comparatively few persons 
could afford the luxury. Appreciatiog the de- 
iwement of vyelocipeie riding, 
ured the use of the large 
warebouse buliding which then stood 
on the corner of Firstand Popular streets, and 
which has sicce been destroyed by fire and cons 
structed therein a velocipede rink. A circular 
tiack fourteen feet wide and 250 yards in length 
was builtinside the waerehoure, Oa the Firat 
street sideof the building a number of seat in 
tiers were crected for spectators,and on many 
afternoons in the summer of 1569 your correspona- 
ent bas seen those seats occupied by as Many as 
two thousand ladics and gentlemen, It was the 
popular place oo musement at that 
time and many ol the best people 
in the city were among the  yisitors. 
The sum of twenty-five cents was chareed for the 
use of a yelocipede for the space of half an hour, 
and the machines, ten in uumber, were never 
idie. The feesforthe use of the machines fre- 
quently footed up as much as fifty doliars a day, 
and was nearly all clear profi There are many 
in Macon who remember that summer sixteen 
years ago, and who wil! delight to recall the pleas- 
ant memories of the old velocipede rink.

stands of arms, five pieces of artil- 
lery and 250,000 rounds of ammunition. After 
the batiles of Natura! bridge and Olustee, it ap« 
pearing that the federals had abandoned the pur- 
pose of overrunning Florida, General Finnegan 
wes, at his own request, transferred with a pors 
tion ofhis command to the army of northern 
Virginia. During his services in that army he 
fought. with distinction in the bloody battle of 
Cold Harbor, and participated also in several of 
the other battles tbat marked the closing Catm- 
paign of the wa:

About the Prince of Dacdies, 
From the Home Journal. 

If Brummell had a handsome face, his biogra~ 
pher, Jessie, would probably have told usso.

elegant picsentable om £800 a year. For his toilet 
he had carefully written out laws; two hours in 
his bath and two at dressing, and fora week the 
following changes: Twenty shirts, twenty-four 
bandkerchie/s, nine or ten pairs of summer trous- 
ers, thirty neckties, a dczen waistcoats, and socks 
at discretion. Afterthe opera, before going to 
ball or aupper, he always went bome to chanze 
his crayet. There was butone blanchisteuse in 
Lendon who could give his cravats the right 
stiffness, or coulda fold properly the plaits of nis 
shirt bosoms, and her he of course employed. But 
when be Jeft London he owed her many a guinea 
for her puins. 

After Brummeli’s time was all hisown it did 
rot take him long to see how great his power was 
in London tociety, andhe cunningly concluded 
that, to retain the power, he must make people 
fear his tongne—hepce he spared no one, prince 
nor bootblack.

‘Do you call that thing aceat?’’ he said to the 
4elecf Bedlicr¢éd, who kad asked hisopinion atont 
the sei of a carment that hehad just received from 
the taller. ‘“‘Lo you call that acoat?”’ touching it 
gingerly. and turning hisgrace round and round 
for bis sarcastic inspection,; 

A nob’ eman recommended hissontohim, The 
young man under the tutilage went astray. ‘I 
did what Ilcou!d for him,’’ taid the Beau, “I gave 
him my srm one morning allthe way from White’s 
to Watier’s.”’ 

Beau Bruromell’s social sway in London was for 
a timeso powertul that even to lend him money— 
when he condescended to borrew—was consid- 
ered an honor. A gentleman not ot the electonc3 
lent him £500, hoping by the loan to be chosen. 
Disappointed, he asked the beau for the return of 
his money. “I don’t owe vou any money,’’ said 
Brommeli; “I have paid you.”
